A COMING MAN 

Hon. Mr. Dunning achieved a tri¬ 
umph by hjs speech in defence of the 
budget. The cheers in the House 
were continued after he went into the 
lobby. It heartened the Liberals, but 
was not designed to hearten the Pro¬ 
gressives, except such as purpose to 
run as straight Liberals at the next 
election. Mr. Dunning is the strong 
man of Saskatchewan, but he gained 
his strength by linking himself with 
the Progressive movement. Now that 
he chooses to fight that movement the 
show-down must come. How many 
Progressives he can carry witijAiim 
into the government camp remains to 
be seen. Most of them will stick to 
the government, but the show-down 
will be in the constituencies, not in 
the Commons. Dunning is the man 
who is wiping out the Progressive 
movement, and he is getting consid¬ 
erable support from Progressive mem 
bers. 

MISSING BALLOTS 

They are having a ballot scandal 
down in Ontario. Mr. Sinclair, the 
leader of the Opposition, has nineteen 
t>allots which he says, were found in 
Ottawa. The government appointed a 
committee of investigation. This com¬ 
mittee met and proceeded to wrangle. 
Mr.. Sinclair refused to produce the 
ballots until the government produce 
the ballot box. He said ,he got- tne 
ballots from Mr. Smith, a lawyer, 
once Liberal organizer, who says he 
got them from a civic employe whose 
name he will not disclose as it might 
jeopardize his position. The last pro¬ 
vincial elections in Ontario were 
fought on the issue of government 
control. In previous plebiscites and 
referendumns, Ottawa had given sub¬ 
stantial majorities against prohibition 
and it would seem foolish to use bo¬ 
gus ballots there, because unneces¬ 
sary. As Danton said of the murder 
of the Due D’Enghien, “it was worse 
than a crime—it was a blunder.” 
Premier Ferguson has withdrawn the 
issue from the Legislative Committee 
and has appointed a judicial commis¬ 
sion instead to investigate. 

Isn’t it a fact. The greatest ene¬ 
mies of any good cause are extremists 
who favor it. 


THE CAT CAME BACK 

Premier King is not easily made 
captive. It was thought for a while 
that Marcil’s resolution censuring the 
government for recognizing Mexico 
was going to place the government in 
a difficult position. It looked as if 
Marcil meant business. After the 
House met he resigned his position as 
chairman of caucus so as to leave 
himself free to push his resolution. 
Shortly after, he withdrew his resolu¬ 
tion and took back the chairmanship 
of caucus. What influence was 
brought to bear upon him will not be 
publicly known, but it surely was 
something more than fidelity to the 
party. Of course, a government has 
a strong hold upon the loyalty of its 
followers. Opponents of the govern¬ 
ment who expected to see a breach in 
the government ranks on this ques¬ 
tion have been disappointed, although 
some damage has been done by the 
very circumstance that the resolution 
was placed on the order paper and 
withdrawn and that Mr. Marcil resign 
ed the chairmanship of caucus and af¬ 
terwards accepted reinstatement. 

MAPLE SYRUP TIME 

To every man his own nose and the 
memories evoked thereby. It is at this 
time of the year, that all those who 
have lived in their youth, in a sugar 
maple land, unconsciously sniff the 
air for the possible whiff from boiling 
sap. On a fine clear March morning, 
breaking-warm after a frosty night, 
our neighbor will draw a deep breath 
and say “Great weather for sap.” 
And we feel it is the truth—although 
sap-weather has played no part in our 
lives for twenty years or more. It 
is a hang-over from youth, so strong 
that a man actually can catch a whiff 
from some heavenly “first boiling.”

The following, though from an 
American magazine strikes home in 
our own country: “In the search for 
improved methods of instruction, we 
have neglected to maintain proper em 
phasis upon such homely fundamen¬ 
tals as grammar, penmanship, spel¬ 
ling and pronunciation. Legible 
writing is as rare in the rising gener¬ 
ation as is the familiarity with the 
proper juxtaposition of the letters 
forming a word. Split infinitives and 
I faulty punctuation are as common as 
| unintelligible speech. As a nation we 
j are long on icing and short on cake.lt 
is a common spectacle to see a col¬ 
lege graduate groaning with writer’s 
cramp after penning a page of script. 
The old fashioned spelling-bee and 
the inkstained copybook have gone 
with the buffalo and the tandem. 
Sound education is a composition of 
many important small elements. The 
individual who refuses to perform the 
drudgery of laying its foundation 
1 stones cannot escape the consequen¬ 
ces of his lack of application. 


THE LADY MEMBER 

Miss McPhail, M.P., has turned her 
j guns upon her erstwhile friends, who 
while professing Progressive princi¬ 
ples, are supporting a government 
that, she says, violates those princi¬ 
ples. That the Liberals are nearer 
those principles than the Conserva¬ 
tives does not appease her. She pre¬ 
fers the honest opposition of the Tor¬ 
ies to the false friendship of the gov¬ 
ernment. But what was she to ex¬ 
pect from a coalition which she helped 
to bring about? With Mr. Forke a 
member of the government, what was 
there left but compromise, and who 
better able to make sacrifices than 
Mr. Forke, and his followers in the 
House? 1 Mr. King meets them by 
making slight alterations in the tar¬ 
iff. His own supporters will not al- 
alow him to go further. Even those 
slight reductions are probably repug¬ 
nant to some of his own colleagues 
and many of his own supporters. Nor 
need he care for Mr. Kennedy’s veiled 
threat that the Progressives might 
join with the Conservatives if they do 
not get what they want from the Lib¬ 
erals. The Progressives are not go¬ 
ing anywhere in a body, and those 
who leave the groilp will be influenced 
by conditions in their own costituen- 
cies as to what party they will join. 


SEED CATALOGUE TIME 

Whether the seed catalogue is a 
superstition or a bad habit is a much 
disputed question and •worthy of tin- 
consideration of the Wednesday 
Night Debating Club, but that it is as 
inevitable in January as New Year.’s 
Day is indubitable. Next to a cer¬ 
tain mail order house catalogue and 
before the almanac it is the most read 
of the family shelf of free literature. 
It might be suggested that it is also 
the most popular picture book on the 
sitting room table. What visions of 
giant corn stalks, balloon size cab¬ 
bage, over-populated potato hills, 
tender lettuce, dazzlingly beautiful 
flowers and trim hedges are reared in 
the mind's eye of dad and mother 
when the new catalogue from the seed 
company arrives. They pore through 
its leaves selecting the varieties yiejy 
will plant in the backyard garden in 
the spring. And the kids are not 
immune from this seed-mania. They 
fight for the new seed catalogue and 
thumb through its uages in search 
of good things to eat and the plants 
and vegetables they will have in their 
gardens in the spring. With the seed 
catalogues the kiddies extend the 
planting, cultivating and harvesting 
over all 12 months of the year, with 
the best results attained when the 
garden patches of the grown-up folks 
a he lying idle. The erroneous im¬ 
pression that spring fever is first 
contracted in the spring from the 
early buds or the twitter of the north¬ 
bound birdlife is corrected every 
January when the mail man delivers 
the first seed catalogue, with its ap¬ 
petizing pictures of fresh garden 
vegetables, early flowers, corn on the 
cob, red luscious strawberries, mellow 
eantoloupe and ripening fruit. The 
mail order seed houses know their 
business, as well as man’s failings. 


USE OF TRACTORS 

Manufacturers of tractors, predict 
a great era in the future. Implement 
managers report that tractor collec¬ 
tions are invariably good. There are 
many outstanding payments on bind- 
■ rs, mowers, plows, etc., but the men 
who taking out tractors are meeting 
their obligations. This is partly due 
to the increasing use of the combine, 
it is expected that for the next five 
tears in all the wheat fields from 
Kansas to the Peace River combines j 
will be sold as fast as they can be ! 
made, and eventually each of tnese 
combines will have a tractor. Even 
in Manitoba where there is grain de- 
oression due to rust, tractor sales are 
mounting. Because early seeding is 
the best practical way of keeping 
down rust losses, and nothing speeds 
up spring work like a tractor. Prai¬ 
rie Canada could feed another King¬ 
dom from her scrub land. The pion¬ 
eer system of land clearing is too 
slow and too costly. Power will do 
ho work so cheaply as "to make the 
buying of brush land a good invest¬ 
ment. A bush farm has no terrors 
for a man with a tractor. Reward 
comes quickly. The tractor compan¬ 
ies are confident that their future is 
secure.—Grain Growers Guide.

ADVISED TO TEST SEED GRAIN 

Warning is being issued to farmers 
at the present time in connection with 
the germinating quality of the grain 
which they propose to use for seed. 
Where grain has been exposed to the 
weather oyer winter as has happened 
this year in some sections of the 
province, it *is particularly advisable 
to secure a germination test on this 
grain before it is used for seed. A 
one-pound sample of grain shouhl be 
sent to the Dominion Seed Labora¬ 
tory', ’ Calgary, where tests will be 
made free of charge for farmers. 
Satisfactory germination tests can al¬ 
so be made at home by planting two 
lots of 100 seeds each about inch 
deep in boxes of soil or sand. The 
tests should be. kept fairly moist and 
at living-room temperature for about 
twelve days. Note should be taken of 
the number germinating in six days 
which indicates the vigor of germina¬ 
tion, and the number germinating in 
j twelve days which indicates the total 
j number of viable seeds. It is strong- 
j ly recoriimended that germination 
| tests be conducted as early as possi¬ 
ble in the spring on all grain intend¬ 
ed for seed.

Mr. D. It. Poole, Dominion Secre¬ 
tary of the Boys’ Work Board, who is 
making a tour of Alberta, has a great 
message to give the people of this 
province. 

Mr. Poole spoke of the various met 
amorphoses which have occurred in the 
history of civilization. The world to¬ 
day in industrial, social and religious 
spheres, is going through one of 
these changing periods. These up¬ 
heavals make life very difficult for 
the. youth of today. The outcome of 
the changes to be wrought, for good 
or evil, lit .-, in the hands of the pres¬ 
ent generation. 

Teachers may seek to guide them 
rightly, but ultimately the responsi¬ 
bility for a better world rests upon 
our growing boys and girls. To face 
this responsibility they must learn to 
live. They must realize that to ac¬ 
complish what is desired for the 
world, in the way of universal peace, 
and happiness, they must lead lives 
of service and tolerance. To maintain 
firmly the spirit of peace, Christ must 
be the constant example. There must 
be a willingness to forgive, and a hu¬ 
mility of heart. 

Examples were given of men of re¬ 
cent date who had released ideas, 
which were influencing, not only then- 
own countries, but other lands as well 
Woodrow Wilson, whose plan and de¬ 
sire was to make the world safe for 
democracy; Dr. Sun Yat Sen who 
sought to establish in the minds of 
the Chinese, a sense of equality with 
the rest of mankind, that in so doing 
all racial feelings ofjjealousy and bit¬ 
terness might be dispelled;Gunhi who 
j preaches unremittingly that the way 
to ultimate peace lies in the non-re¬ 
sistance of the masses; Lenine, the 
great Apostle of socialism, and Mus¬ 
solini, an outstanding believer in au¬ 
tocracy, who by military training ana 
rigid rule is revolutionizing Italian 
life. 

All these men land many others are 
contributing beneficial or destructive 
thoughts to the world. All these in¬ 
fluences are at work, complicating the 
outlook of mankind. And to live wor¬ 
thily and usefully, the youth of today 
should.followl the closer the teachings 
of Christ’s life—A man’s creed, is as 
he lives. 

In conclusion Mr. Poole spoke en¬ 
couragingly of the standards of tfie 
younger generation, and of the prom¬ 
ising lives of service of many of tfie 
youth of today. It is the custom of 
| eacli older generation, to deplore the 
I tendencies of the younger, and to pre¬ 
dict headlong ruin. In his young day, 
I the first young man in the village 
j who sported a rubber tired buggy, 
was considered by his elders to be 
headed straight for ruin. This idea 
repeats itself from generation to gen¬ 
eration. And he urged a.greater tol¬ 
erance and effort for mutual appreci¬ 
ation amongst young and old. The 
world is growing better, and by a 
thoughtful, useful living the youth of 
[ today may greatly hasten the pro- 
I gress of betterment.

There is no question but that the 
farm revenue of Alberta would be in¬ 
creased this year by a vast sum 1/ the 
farmers could only be induced to 
plant better seed grain. The three 
prairie provinces last year shipped 
over four millions of bushels of dock¬ 
age to the head of the Lakes. This 
was largely weed seeds of which Al¬ 
berta furnished her share and the 
quantity is undoubtedly increasing 
very rapidly each year. This dockage 
is largely controllable and think what 
a loss it means in threshing bills, haul 
age an,l freight, all of which the 
grower pays, to say nothing of the 
decreased- yield because of the weeds. 
The reduced yield, for which the weed 
losses are responsible, must amount 
to another vast sum annually. 

A surprisingly large number of far 
mers neither clean their seed grain 
nor treat it for smut. There is small 
excuse for this neglect for better at 
lention to these details is not only 
fairly inexpensive but it is the one 
remedy that will gx-eatly assist in the 
reduction of the dockage. 

Many will also use seed of poor vi¬ 
tality and germination. Heavy clean¬ 
ing usually improves both of these 
factors by eliminating small, weak, 
shrivelled kernels along with the 
weed seeds. If one is bound or forc¬ 
ed to use his own seed, too much 
stress can not be placed upon the ne¬ 
cessity of cleaning it heavily—anil a 
word right here about cleaning may 
not be amiss. When using the fann¬ 
ing'' mill keep the lower screen clean 
and free from clogging. If the right 
sized lower screen is used it will al¬ 
ways clog easily but there is nothing 
that reduces the efficiency of one’s 
! cleaning operations so much as this 
j one factor. The clogged lower screen 
| forces all of the small weed seeds in- 
1 to the clean grain. 

Another great 16ss is caused by the 
| use of varieties not adapted to the dis 
j trict in which grown. Stick to the old 
tried and proven varieties as much as 
possible. Use straight Marquis wheat 
| wherever it is sure of maturing for it 
! is doubtful if any better, variety has 
I yet been found. 

j Another source of loss is caused by 
■ the use of mixed varieties. This near- 
i ly always results in the loss of a 
I grade or two when the grain is sold 
for no two varieties mature at exact¬ 
ly the same time or have exactly the 
same milling qualities. 

The way to remedy the present sit¬ 
uation, to put more dollars into our 
pockets and defer the spread of 
weeds in the Province is to plant bet¬ 
ter, cleaner s^-ed on cleaner land. 

If you must use your own seed, 
clean it heavily and have a germina¬ 
tion test made and treat it before 
planting-: If the seed you have is 
foul with weeds, of poor germination 
j or badly mixed with other grains or 
i seeds of other varieties, by all means 
| purchase better seed if you can. Then 
to insure good seed for the futdre buy 
ja sufficient quantity of registered 
seed to grow your entire seed require 
ments for 1929. Plant this on clean 
ground and keep on planting on clean 
".round and if mother nature is kind, 
you will have done your part.ajld are 
bound to reap a rich reward for a

Pinned under his; horse for eight 
hours, John llowlen, rancher of Alder 
son, Alta., was found to suffer from 
a dislocated shoulder and two serious 
arm fractures, upon arrival at Medi¬ 
cine Hat, Saturday night.

distance to Burwell and began a sys¬ 
tematic search for their missing as- 
ociates. After days of effort they 
were compelled to believe that their 
earch was fruitless, and the fliers 
were given up as lost.
